On  motion  of  Uev.  O F.  Gregory, 
live  minutes  was  to  bo  the  limit  of 
speeches  during  tho  remainder  of 
i the  session.  x 

Uev.  S.  M.  Province  moved  to 
, amend  the  third  article  of  the  con- 
| stitution  by  striking  out  the  words 
“tlie  meeting  of  the  body,"  and  in- 
' sorting  the  words  “May  the  first  in 
I the  year  in  which  tlie  convention 
meets  and  reported  to  tlie  boards.” 

Tho  following  is  tlie  third  article 
of  the  constitution. 

Art.  111.  The  convention  shall 
consist  ot  brethren  who  contribute 
funds,  or  are  delegated  by  religious 
bodies  contributing  funds,  on  the 
basis  of  one  delegate  for  every  hun- 
dred dollars  contributed  to  our 
lunds  at  any  time  within  the  twelve 
months  proceeding  the  meeting  of 
the  body. 

The  substitute  was  discussed  by 
Uev.  W.  B.  Arvin,  of  Kentucky; 
Dr.  Owen,  of  Virginia,  Rev.  J B. 
Solomon,  ot  Kentucky  ; Uev.  Frede- 
rick Howard,  of  Tcnosacr  , and  Rev. 
0.  Durham,  ot  North  Carolina, 

At  this  stage,  on  motion  of  Dr.  B. 
Manly,  of  Kentucky,  the  constitu- 
tional question  was  referred  to  a 
committee  of  five  to  report  this 
afternoon. 

The  committee  on  the  reports 
of  the  two  Boards  was  read  again 
and  adopted.
